AMONG THE PUBLISHERS. 



" Histokical Handbook of Italian Sculp- 
ture," by Charles C. Perkins, and published 
by Charles Scribners Sons, New York, is said 
in the preface to be an abridgement of the 
author's larger work upon the same subject, 
but so much valuable and rare information has 
been, gathered since the larger volume was 
given us, the present edition is practically an 
addition to rather than a compilation from the 
other. . Mr. Perkins devotes some sixty pages 
to an introduction surveying the condition of 
art in Italy prior to the time of the Renais- 
sance, and with excellent judgment begins his 
chapter proper with the Revival or Gothic 
-Period, leaving the dark and destructive ages 
of Italian art, with merely the cursory glance of 
the introduction. The enumeration of sculptors 
through the earlier and later Renaissance is 
complete, and the way in which they are treated 
shows a careful study of each subject, and a 
pleasing manner of putting these studies into 
words. One of the most interesting and 
thorough chapters is that upon Lorenzo 
Ghiberti, though we think Cellini deserved 
more critical judgment than he has received 
Delia Robbia is treated as his works would lead 
one to expect, for his reputation, as we regard 
it, rests rather more upon the novelty of his art 
than upon its intrinsic value. There is little 
question that several of his scholars approached 
very nearly to their master. Bearing somewhat 
upon this we might call attention to the Robbia 
in the possession of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, which, though sharing the artist's 
genius, can hardly compare with his least 
valuable productions found in Europe. It 
would be out of the question to enumerate the 
nature of the contents, but we consider it a 
work that contains and pleasantly imparts 
all the information desired upon the art toilers 
of these times, and it will rank with the author's 
more pretentious volumes as a standard re- 
ference. The book contains over 400 pages and 
is well illustrated. 

" Robin Hood," by Howard PyTe, and 
published by Scribners' Sons, is one of the 
most elaborate and delightful holiday books of 
the year. It is a work of some 300 pages, fully 
illustrated, and that in an original and unique 
manner. Everything about the inside of the 
book partakes of the middle ages — the draw- 
ings, the language, the type — and create a ro 
mantic inspiration that it is impossible to avoid. 
We are again with the royal Richard and the 
gentle Eleanor ; Little John, Will Scarlet and 
the five score merrymen in Lincoln Green en- 
chain us with their courage and their pranks ; 
while Robin, daring and foolhardy as he may 
be, has a fascination we cannot resist. For 
children there is no better story, and cer- 
tainly no handsomer book published than this. 
Typographically it could hardly be improved, 
and the binding, in heavily embossed leather 
showing figures symbolic of the tale, is superb. 

"Building," an architectural journal pub- 
lished by Wm. T. Comstock, New York, now 
issues an edition increased in size and impor- 
tance over the original form. The first number, 
which appeared November 1, contains a quan- 
tity of designs occupying some dozen or more 
pages; they embrace all kinds of buildings 
from the economical country cottage to the 
expensive city house, together with an amount 
of descriptive reading matter that must be of 
considerable value to architects and builders, 
as it is all practical and written by experts. 
The regular edition of " Building" will be con- 
tinued at one dollar per year, while this extra 
issue is five dollars.

" Shakesperiana" is the title of a new 
monthly magazine of 36 to 40 pages, published 
in New York by the Leonard-Scott Publishing 
Company, and in London by Trubner & Co. 
As its name suggests it is directly addressed to 
those who have either made a study, or those 
merely lay admirers of the writings. of Shake- 
speare. The mission of the journal, offering a 
channel through which the differing opinions 
concerning the poet's works may be made 
known, is a commendable one, and we trust it 
will be the means of bringing about the settle- 
ment of questions as to the meaning of his 
words that have so long been and still are unde- 
cided. There are many even in this enlightened 
day who fail to appreciate the magnificent 
genius of Shakespeare, to such we recommend 
the journal in question. 

"The Esthetic Movement in England," 
by Walter Hamilton, comes to us from Reeves 
& Turner, London ; a second edition we pre- 
sume. It has never been our privilege to read 
a more foolish production than that before us. 
It consists of a series of platitudes of the ex- 
treme esthetic order, and is written by a friend 
of Oscar Wilde, whom he extols unstintedly, 
and evidently intends to do his part towards 
aiding that gentleman to be " worthy of his 
blue china. ' ' In common with Matthew Arnold 
and other "greatest intellects" of England, the 
author derides this country to an extent that 
must be gratifying to a true Englishman. Mr. 
Hamilton is evidently no friend of Ireland, as 
he credits it with being the birthplace of Mr. 
Wilde. 

" Ayebs 7 Newspaper Annual " is a care- 
ful and a valuable compilation of the titles, 
circulation and advertising rates of all the 
papers published in this country and Canada. 
The amount of work it represents is marvelous, 
and its accuracy seems to be as well assured as 
such a work could hope. The papers are 
arranged in the first portion of the book, alpha- 
betically, and in the second portion according 
to States, each State being divided into its 
several counties. A very full index again 
divides the papers into their several classes — 
news, trade, art, etc., etc. Published by W. W. 
Ayer & Son, Philadelphia. 

"Amateur Mechanics" is a monthly 
magazine, now in its tenth number, published 
by Trubner & Co., London, and conducted by 
Mr. Paul N. Hasluck. The magazine gives a 
vast deal of instruction upon that particular 
phase of mechanics that is useful to everyday 
life. It must not be understood as devoted to 
amateur wants entirely, for while it gives the 
clearest instruction to those who desire to learn 
it gives information that must be valuable to 
the finished mechanic. We should think both 
of these classes would find it interesting and 
useful. 

"Art and Letters," published by Rem- 
ington & Co., London, has concluded its second 
volume, and offers its subscribers an etching by 
Rajon, of De Hooghes' picture, "The Court of 
a Dutch House." The magazine is excellent 
artistically, the fact that Mr. J. Comyns Can- 
edits it being sufficient guarantee of this. We 
we have no doubt its prosperity will continue. 

*• The Journal of Progress," is a new 
Philadelphia monthly, representing the wood- 
working industries and their branches. The 
journal is interesting in its matter and nicely- 
gotten up. It makes excellent selections, and 
has many practical articles. We trust its suc- 
cess will be as positive as it seems to merit.
